Council’s new fund 
after WG ‘windfall’ 


A new £2m 
‘Investing in 
Communities’ 
fund is being cre¬ 
ated by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
after it received a 
“windfall”. 

The money has been 
made available follow¬ 
ing a one-off grant from 
the Welsh Government 
towards teachers’ and 
firefighters’ pay and 
pensions. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday, 
July 23, council leader 
Huw David said the 
fund was more impor¬ 
tant than ever. 

He said: “We are 
facing what is arguably 
the biggest shock to the 
local economy since the 
closure of the pits, with 
the Ford engine plant 
closing. 

“This is on top of 
the uncertainty to our 
finances with the delay 
in the comprehensive 
spending review and 
budget setting by the 
UK Government, and 
I dare not mention the 
B-word (Brexit). 

“The uncertainty 
means it is prudent to 
set aside some funding, 
without committing it 


at this moment, so we 
have the flexibility to 
match-fund a scheme 
that’s made available 
by Welsh Government, 
for example.” 

Finance officers 
said the fund would 
enable more capital 
improvement works 
to be undertaken on 
council assets in local 
communities. 

They said the cri¬ 
teria for allocating 
the funding would be 
determined at a later 
date, but all allocations 
would require approval 
from the council’s 
corporate management 
board. 

At a full council 
meeting the following 
day, Cllr David said 
the local authority had 
assumed it would not 


get any money for 
the pensions and pay 
awards and had there¬ 
fore made allowances 
for it when setting the 
budget. 

He said: “This is 
money we were not 
expecting to have. 
Schools have already 
received the budgets 
we allocated to them to 
fully fund those pay and 
pension costs. 

“Other local authori¬ 
ties assumed they would 
get the grant from 
Welsh Government and 
they made no account 
for it in their budget 
which is risky.

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Council’s plans 
for Porthcawl 
regeneration 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
are proposing to 
take the necessary 
actions to allow 
them to dispose of 
the area of land 
adjacent to the Salt 
Lake Car Park 
known locally as 
The Green for 
redevelopment. 

Already local residents 
have made extensive 
comments in public 
on the subject, most 
which are incorrect. 

The Green was never 
part of The Salt Lake 
Car Park lease. It was 
never under the con¬ 
trol of anybody called 
‘Evans,’ because it was 
always under the control 
of the local authority. 

Therefore, it was 
never part of any 
land that BCBC paid 
over £3 million for. 

It was not what in 
property development 
terms is known as a ‘ran¬ 
som strip’ because there 
was always independent 
access to the land, other 
than over the leased land, 
so there was no need for 
the Council to pay any 
money for The Green. 

The Green has been 
used by many local com¬ 
munity organisations for 


many years without the 
need of any permission 
from any leaseholder 
because BCBC and the 
former Ogwr Council 
owned and fully 
controlled the land. 

The Green is not a 
public open space. The 
public has had unre¬ 
stricted access over the 
land for generations, but 
there is no public right 
of way across the land. 

Perhaps if residents, 
councillors or the Town 
Council had supported 
my application for it to 
be a designated a public 
open space, it may have 
been successful. In spite 
of there being public 
notices in the press, 
not one resident of the 
town saw that this area 
of land should be safe¬ 
guarded for the future. 

Without the support 
and confirmation from 
more than myself that 
this area of land was 
extensively used for 
community use, the 
application failed. 

Porthcawl needs a 
supermarket - let’s hope 
it’s one of the interna¬ 
tional retailers whose 
prices are considerably 
cheaper than the outlets 
presently in the town.

Boost for Porthcawl as it 
gets top women’s golf event 


ROYAL Porthcawl 
has been announced 
as the venue for the 
2021 AIG Women’s 
British Open, fol¬ 
lowing on from 
Royal Troon, which 
makes its debut on 
the Championship 
roster in 2020. 

A spokesperson for the 
organisers said: “Royal 
Porthcawl is renowned to 
be as challenging a course 
and as hospitable a club 
as you will find and has 
held many amateur and 
professional tournaments 
on its famous links.” 

In 2014, the club hosted 
the first ever Major in 
Wales, The Senior Open, 
which returned again for 
the 2017 edition won 
by Bernhard Langer. 

Among others, the club 
has hosted The Amateur 
Championship, The 
Walker Cup, The Curtis 
Cup, The European 
Team Championship, 
The Men’s Home 


Internationals, The 
Vagliano Trophy, The 
Women’s Amateur 
Championship, The 
Dunlop Masters, The 
Penfold, The Ladies 
European Tour and 
The Coral Classic. 

As south Wales’s first 
18-hole golf course, 
Royal Porthcawl was 
awarded the privilege 
of the prefix ‘Royal’ in 
1909, only the second 
course in Wales and 
one of only 66 clubs 
around the world to 
have that distinction. 

Johnnie 
Cole-Hamilton, 
Executive Director - 
Championships at The 
R&A, said: “We are 
very much looking for¬ 
ward to taking the AIG 
Women’s British Open 
to Royal Porthcawl for 
the first time in 2021. 
We have a very exciting 
couple of years ahead 
with the Championship 
also making its debut 
at Royal Troon in 
2020. Both courses will 


present outstanding 
tests for the world’s 
best women’s golfers.” 

Speaking on behalf of 
the Welsh Government, 
the Deputy Minister 
for Culture, Sport and 
Tourism, Lord Elis- 
Thomas, said: “We 
are delighted with 
today’s news and look 
forward to the honour 
of welcoming the AIG 
Women’s British Open 
Golf to Wales in 2021. 

“Wales has built its 
reputation as an outstand¬ 
ing destination for major 
international events 
and the AIG Women’s 
British Open event will 
help to maintain this 
momentum and high¬ 
lights our commitment 
to bringing world class 
women’s sport to Wales. 

“We are committing 
funding to work with 
the R&A, Wales Golf 
and clubs and schools 
across Wales to use the 
event and the Curtis 
Cup in Conwy in June 
next year to inspire 


more women and girls 
to take part in golf. ” 

Royal Porthcawl 
Club Captain, Rhys 
James, added: “We are 
thrilled that the AIG 
Women’s British Open 
will be coming to Royal 
Porthcawl in 2021. 
Hosting our first wom¬ 
en’s Major is a tremen¬ 
dous honour for the club 
and we cannot wait to 
welcome the world’s best 
golfers to Wales. Being 
here at Woburn this week 
and seeing the impres¬ 
sive scale and quality 
of the Championship 
makes us look forward 
to it all the more.” 

The Women’s British 
Open was founded by the 
LGU in 1976 and has 
been staged in conjunc¬ 
tion with IMG, the sports 
marketing company, 
since 1984. The event 
has been co-sanctioned 
by the LPGA and LET 
since 1994 and gained 
Major status in 2001. The 
Championship is now 
owned by The R&A.

“In Bridgend we 
accounted for it and 
hoped for the better set¬ 
tlement which we got. 

“Because it’s one-off 
funding we don’t want 
to use it for revenue, 
hopefully it will become 
permanent in which 
case we can build it into 
our base budget but it’s 
currently a windfall. 

“Not a penny is 
being taken from the 


schools, it’s simply an 
accounting exercise.” 

Councillors approved 
the transfer of £2.3m 
from school delegated 
budgets to council-wide 
budgets, following the 
receipt of grant funding 
from Welsh Government 
for the same value.

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‘Don’t panic 
about school 
bus cuts’ 
says BCBC 
education chief 


THE cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education at 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has asked 
people not to panic 
when they see the 
local authority’s 
proposals to end 
free school trans¬ 
port for a large 
number of children 
and young people. 

The proposals, which 
will go out to a 12-week 
public consultation in 
September, include: 

• Removing all trans¬ 
port for nursery pupils. 

• Removing all post-16 
transport. 

• Withdrawing trans¬ 
port for all learners bene¬ 
fiting from an “identified 
and available” safe route 
to school - in line with 
statutory distances of two 
miles for primary school 
pupils and three miles for 
secondary school pupils. 

• Removing the ‘sib¬ 
ling’ and ‘in receipt’ 
protection for pupils and 
removing escorts from 
all taxis and minibuses 
of less than eight passen¬ 
gers - except for those 
transporting pupils with 
special educational needs 

The council has said 
its current arrangements 
are “unsustainable” and 
the proposals will save 
£775k. 

At a cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday, July 23, Cllr 
Charles Smith said: “At 
this stage they are just 
proposals. 

“We are hoping 
some of these could 
be mitigated if Welsh 
Government does 
something about post 16 
transport. 

“I would ask people 
not to panic when they 
see the content of this 
report but we can’t make 
any false promises. 

“We do sometimes 
have to make unpalatable 
and unpopular decisions. 

“Let’s see what the 
consultation comes up 
with and let’s see where 
we are in terms of budget 
when the consultation 
has ended.” 

He said any changes 
to the council’s school 
transport policy would 
be implemented in 
September, 2020. 

He said: “When Estyn 


inspected us they did 
point out where we need 
to make certain savings 
in transport and this is 
having a knock-on effect 
elsewhere in the educa¬ 
tion system. 

“If we didn’t decide 
to go along with any of 
these changes we would 
have to make savings 
elsewhere in education.” 

BCBC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for communities, 
Cllr Richard Y oung, 
questioned whether the 
cutting of free transport 
as proposed would have 
saved some of the bus 
routes now threatened 
after the local authority 
cut its subsidies. 

Council leader Huw 
David said the issue 
would be considered as 
part of the consultation 
process. 

Education officers 
said there was a £l.lm 
overspend on school 
transport for 2018/19 and 
changes in demograph¬ 
ics and demand meant 
that in 2019/20 an addi¬ 
tional £470k had been 
necessary to support the 
budget. 

The last changes made 
to the school transport 
policy were in 2015 but 
legal challenges from 
parents questioning the 
safety of certain routes to 
school meant much of it 
wasn’t implemented. 

The council said it 
was now satisfied that 
it had identified all the 
safe walking routes to 
schools by completing 
relevant assessments and 
consultations. 

A report by education 
officers, which went 
before cabinet, said 
the proposal to remove 
discretionary transport 
was “not taken lightly” 
but continuing its free 
provision would “have 
a significant impact on 
the ability of the local 
authority to support and 
sustain other critical ser¬ 
vices long-term”.

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Rare orchids are thriving at Bridgend Business Club are 
Kenfig Nature Reserve looking for award nominees 



A RECENT council check 
on orchid numbers at 
Kenfig National Nature 
Reserve in Bridgend county 
borough had to stop when 
wardens and volunteers 
found there were too many 
to count in a single day. 

They were amazed to find that 
in less than five years, orchid 
numbers at the 1,300 acre 
reserve have increased from 
a couple of hundred to more 
than 4,000. The site features 
as many as 15 different spe¬ 
cies including Twayblades, 
Autumn Lady’s Tresses, Bee 
Orchids and more, and is 
also home to the UK’s entire 
population of the Fen Orchid. 

There were fears for the future 
of the Fen Orchid as recently as 
2015 after its numbers dropped 
to fewer than 200, but thanks 
to a special landscape manage¬ 
ment scheme which involves 
cutting back grass and scraping 
the surface of dune slacks, to 


encourage and stimulate growth, 
the Fen Orchids have now 
increased to more than 1,000. 

Cllr Richard Young, cabi¬ 
net member for communities, 
said: “The orchids prosper at 
Kenfig National Nature Reserve 
because they seem to thrive on 
a shifting dune system. This is 
certainly true of the super-rare 
Fen Orchid, which has had a 
massive turnaround in its for¬ 
tunes since our new landscape 
management system began. 

“The Fen Orchid attracts bota¬ 
nists from all over the world, but 
whether they comprise colourful 
petals, lobes and florets, spikes 
of green flowers or delicate 
white spirals, all of the orchids 
at Kenfig National Nature 
Reserve are naturally beautiful. 

“I am delighted that the 
council has played a role in 
protecting the site’s many 
habitats and ensuring that 
Kenfig’s orchids can thrive. 

“We are currently prepar¬ 
ing for the handover of the 


management of the site when 
the lease expires in 2020, 
and together with Natural 
Resources Wales, we are sup¬ 
porting the Kenfig Corporation 
Trust as they seek to appoint 
a new organisation capable of 
continuing with this work.” 

Regarded as being one of 
Europe’s best examples of a 
sand dune habitat, Kenfig 
National Nature Reserve fea¬ 
tures a mix of coastal dune 
and wetland environments. 

Once part of a massive belt of 
sand which ran all the way from 
the Ogmore estuary to the Gower 
peninsula, it was designated a 
site of Special Scientific Interest 
in 1953, a local Nature Reserve 
in 1978, a National Nature 
Reserve in 1989, and a Special 
Area of Conservation in 2006.

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Projected costs rise for Caerau heating scheme

THE Caerau mine 
water heat pro¬ 
ject will cost over 
a million pounds 
more to build than 
first thought, those 
behind the scheme 
have said, as they 
submit a further 
funding bid to cover 
it. 

The project involves 
extracting heat from 
water contained within 
the flooded former coal 
mine workings of the 
Caerau Colliery to pro¬ 
vide an energy resource 
for properties within 
Caerau. 

The scheme is looking 
to supply 300 homes, 


community buildings 
and the primary school 
in its first phase of 
development. 

It is one of several 
schemes Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) is working on 
as part of its role as a 
“pioneer of renewable 
energy projects”. 

The county is one 
of three areas in the 
UK, alongside Bury in 
Greater Manchester and 
Newcastle, chosen by the 
UK Government to facil¬ 
itate projects that could 
then be rolled out across 
the country. 

A feasibility study in 
2018 showed that water 
under Caerau was at a 
consistent temperature of 


20.5°C. 

In a report which 
went before BCBC’s 
cabinet on Tuesday, 
July 23, officers said 
work on establishing the 
commercial position of 
the project was almost 
complete. 

But they said the find¬ 
ings of the work to date 
and structural changes 
within the local author¬ 
ity had resulted in the 
need to submit revised 
proposals to the Welsh 
European Funding Office 
(WEFO). 

It has asked WEFO 
to increase its grant for 
the project from £6.5m 
to £7.3m. 

The overall project 
cost is now £9.7m, £300k 


more than originally 
planned. 

This includes £6.3m 
for construction costs 
as opposed to the initial 
figure of £5.2m. 

While the costs for 
council staff and travel 
have now fallen by £lm 
to £839k, the cost for 
professional services has 
increased by £100k to 
£2.2m and accommoda¬ 
tion costs have doubled 
to £3 00k. 

BCBC is overseeing 
the project but receives 
advice and support 
from a range of part¬ 
ners which include the 
Welsh Government, 
British Geological 
Survey, Natural 

Resources Wales, Cardiff 


University and Energy 
Systems Catapult. 

In their report, officers 
said the mine water 
would have its heat 
extracted before it was 
then transferred to a 
clean water circuit. 

They said: “This 
water would then be 
transported via a net¬ 
work of pipes to local 
energy centres where the 
temperature would be 
boosted to the required 
temperature by ground 
source heat pumps and 
then circulated to the 
residents’ houses. 

“The Coal Authority 
has undertaken a mine 
water resource assess¬ 
ment beneath the village 
and this will be validated 


through further investi¬ 
gations during 2019. 

“Hitachi has com¬ 
pleted an assessment 
of local energy supply 
options for the heat 
pumps and as an alterna¬ 
tive to a grid connection 
a connection to a local 
wind farm via a private 
wire is being explored.” 

The scheme is depend¬ 
ent on enough house¬ 
holds signing up to it. 

At the July 23 meet¬ 
ing, the cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said: 
“The project is directly 
dependent on people 
engaging with us and I 
think they will. 

“There was a great 
deal of scepticism when 


we first muted the pos¬ 
sibility of this which has 
largely disappeared. 

“I think everybody 
knows what the scheme 
is about.” 

Council leader Huw 
David added: “I was 
very heartened to see the 
outcome of our visits to 
local primary schools. 

“There was huge sup¬ 
port from children and 
young people because 
they see the value of it 
as a sustainable way of 
generating heat. 

“This is one of the rea¬ 
sons we are progressing 
the scheme. 

“I’m pleased to say 
that unlike some local 
authorities and govern¬ 
ments who are declaring 


climate change emergen¬ 
cies, we are not reacting 
to the crisis now as we 
started this back in 2015. 

“This is about actions 
rather than statements. 

“We have found a 
new use for the mines 
which were the sources 
of wealth and pride in the 
past, and the reason that 
community is there. 

“We are the first in the 
UK- and only the second 
in the world - to pioneer 
the first large scale mine 
water project.”

Council plans to make community 
asset transfers less complicated 


Bridgend loses out on 
Welsh Government 
transport funding 


OUTDOOR sports facilities, 
public toilets and playgrounds 
in Bridgend will be fast tracked 
into the hands of willing clubs 
and organisations under a new 
policy change being imple¬ 
mented by the local authority. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) says the changes being made 
to its Community Asset Transfer (CAT) 
policy will speed up the process, perceived 
as frustratingly slow by interested groups. 

The council said it can no longer afford to 
run certain facilities and the CATs are a way 
to maintain and preserve threatened services. 

Until now, very few clubs, groups 
or town and community councils have 
undertaken an asset transfer in the county. 

The council now hopes, with the relaxa¬ 
tion of certain procedures, that it will change, 
particularly as it is looking at full cost recov¬ 
ery of facilities which could have clubs 
paying up to five times more than at present. 

At a cabinet meeting on July 23, cab¬ 
inet member for communities Richard 
Young said the fast track approach 
would only apply to trusted partners. 

He said: “We now have a two- 
tier system which I think will work 
to speed up the transfer process. 

“For those organisations which have 
sound financial principles and good gov¬ 
ernance arrangements, such as community 
councils, we wouldn’t need a very detailed 
business plan as there’s very limited risk 


involved in fast-tracking assets to them. 

“For those looking at an asset trans¬ 
fer who are not as financially sound, 
we would refer back to what we had 
and expect the detailed business 
case and other questions to be asked.” 

He told councillors one of the 
catalysts for reviewing the CAT pro¬ 
cess had been the experience with 
Bryncethin RFC, the first club to com¬ 
plete an asset transfer in the county. 

Cllr Young said: “While it has now 
become very successful, it was quite tor¬ 
turous at the time for a number of reasons. 

Legal problems 

“This included legal problems we 
had to work through which did not 
lend the asset to a quick transition. 

“However, in reviewing the 
process we discovered it was 
quite rigid and a bit unwieldy.” 

Council officers said the CAT process 
had been based on Welsh Government- 
suggested best practice but would now 
use a “more light-touch approach”. 

A report detailed the advantages 
of a streamlined process which include 
helping the council make more sav¬ 
ings more quickly, but pointed out 
the risk that assets could be returned 
in a worse condition and then closed. 

In the report, officers said: “Ongoing 
policies of fiscal austerity mean that Wales 
is continuing to face an unprecedented 
and difficult financial climate for the 
delivery of local government services. 


“ It is imperative that the council 
continues to work in collaboration 
with voluntary sector organisations to 
safeguard the services of value to com¬ 
munities, helping to build a prosperous 
Wales for current and future generations.” 

In reviewing the process, they said 
a task and finish group had considered 
approaches adopted by other local author¬ 
ities like Carmarthenshire and Neath 
Port Talbot to community asset transfers. 

The changes being implemented 
include: 

• Community groups being issued 
with all the details surrounding the 
asset's condition, operating costs and 
compliance at the earliest opportunity. 

• Model terms and template 
leases for particular asset groups. 

A list of assets available for community 
asset transfer will be maintained, peri¬ 
odically reviewed and updated and the 
submission of income and expenditure 
projections for a minimum of a five-year 
period will be enough for the majority of 
community asset transfers, but detailed 
business plans will still be requested for 
complex projects and the new approach 
will mean that the majority of commu¬ 
nity groups will no longer be expected 
to produce a full detailed business case.

AN Assembly

Suzy Davies, Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, has 
received a response from 
Welsh Government’s 
Transport Minister con¬ 
firming that the borough 
would lose out on prom¬ 
ising new plans. 

This comes after Welsh 
Government announced 
in June that £2.5 million 
was available to review 
transport networks in 
Wales and to look at 
improvements needed 
to bus stops and new 
transport interchanges. 
At the time, Ken Skates, 
Welsh Government’s 
Transport Minister, said: 
“We’re going to use 
this funding to plan for 


future investment,” to 
target areas in south west 
Wales.” 

Responding to the 
news, Mrs Davies said: 
“As an AM for the whole 
of south Wales west I 
am pleased that Swansea 
will get some of this 
support from Welsh 
Government. Assembly 
Members raised the 
issue of lack of transport 
planning alongside pro¬ 
posals for the Swansea 
Bay City Deal, so I’m 
pleased that the message 
has got through to both 
our governments. 

“However, it is bit¬ 
terly disappointing that 
Bridgend has missed 
out. The cuts to bus 
subsidies have already 
badly affected residents 
and the borough is not at 
the forefront of the plans 
for the Cardiff Capital 
Region which covers 
Bridgend. 

“The Minister’s com¬ 
ments when announcing 
this funding gave the 
impression that all of 
south Wales west would 
benefit. The region goes 


from Bridgend across to 
the Gower. I wrote to 
the Minister asking for 
details of how Bridgend 
would benefit, only to 
find that it gets nothing 
whatsoever.” 

The Transport Minister 
announced that he would 
be “making a statement 
before the summer recess 
that will provide more 
detail of this work, as 
well as four pilot scheme 
that are going to be tak¬ 
ing place across Wales.” 

Mrs Davies added: 
“The Minister made that 
promise back in June 
and yet June 17 was 
Welsh Government’s 
last chance to make 
an announcement in 
the Assembly before 
September. The Minister 
has now failed to meet 
his promise to update us 
before the summer and, 
even more importantly, 
it now means that I will 
not have the opportu¬ 
nity to raise Bridgend’s 
omission with him in the 
Chamber until he comes 
back to the Assembly in 
September.”

MP calls for the 
expansion of 
green energy

Housing plans for old 
Bryn Castell school site 


PLANS for 127 homes on 
the site of the old Bryn 
Castell School in Bridgend 
will go before the local 
authority’s planning 
committee on August 1. 

Ysgol Bryn Castell was closed 
as part of the school modernisation 
programme in 2014 and has since 
been demolished. 

The Persi mm on Homes devel¬ 
opment comprises a mix of two, 
three and four-bedroom homes 
in Llangewydd Road. Planning 
officers at Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) have rec¬ 
ommended the plans for approval, 
subject to conditions. 

The original plans involved 135 
homes and officers said they asked 
Persimmon Homes to reduce the 
number of properties, increase the 
public open space on site, retain 
more trees and improve the design 
and layout of the development. 

The company has also had to 
address highway safety concerns 
and submit an air quality assessment, 
planning officers said in their report, 
which goes before the development 
control committee later this week. 

The site’s first development 
phase had 67 homes built by Barratt 
Homes. 

The proposed new homes are 
mostly two storeys in height but 
there is also a 2.5 storey house 
type that would be built in a row of 
three units towards the north eastern 
comer of the site. 

The plans comprise 31 two-bed- 
room dwellings, 67 three-bedroom 
dwellings and 29 four-bedroom 
dwellings. 

Local residents have submitted 
a number of objections over the 
development with concerns over the 


loss of privacy, construction noise, 
loss of trees and highway safety 
concerns. 

Some have claimed the area is 
“dangerously over-congested” at 
school start and finish times and the 
development will cause the area to 
gridlock. 

Council officers said they had 
negotiated with the company over 
its plans to get rid of a significant 
number of trees and the revised 
plans were now “more appropriate”. 
They added that 24 trees due to be 
removed had been assessed as being 
low or poor quality and there was a 
re-planting and landscaping scheme 
in place. 

Air quality mitigation measures 
now include the provision of a ghost 
island on Park Street onto Heol 
y Nant to reduce congestion and 
pollution, the inclusion of the link to 
the active travel network including 
a three-metre wide cycle/pedestrian 
route and the provision of green 
infrastructure. 

If approved, Persimmon Homes 
will have to provide £1.4m as part 
of a Section 106 agreement towards 
meeting the affordable housing need 
in the area in addition to a contribu¬ 
tion of £540k towards the provision 
of secondary school and post-16 
places serving the development. 

Further conditions involve the 
provision of outdoor recreation 
space and an £8k contribution to 
fund a road traffic order to des¬ 
ignate the development site as a 
20mph zone. Vehicular access will 
be gained from the south and west of 
the site via Llangewydd Road. 

The application number is 
P/18/1006/FUL.

Nantymoel pupils raise plastic 
pollution concerns with MP 


OGMORE MP Chris Elmore 
has called for a debate in 
Parliament on plastic pollu¬ 
tion, following a recent meeting 
with pupils from Nantymoel 
Primary School who were 
concerned about the escalating 
problem. 

Alongside Ogmore AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies, Mr Elmore met a 
group of pupils at his constituency 
office in Pencoed who raised their 
recent efforts to tackle the problem. 

The pupils, led by Polly Davies, 
also called them to put pressure on 
government ministers to do more to 
tackle the problem. 

In Parliament recently, Mr Elmore 
asked the Leader of the House of 
Commons, Mel Stride MP, for a debate 
on the issue before the Parliamentary 
summer recess on how the government 
could accelerate “getting rid of sin¬ 
gle-use plastics from society” for good. 

The MP said: “While I realise 


this issue has risen up the political 
agenda in recent years, if you walk 
into your local supermarket you’ll see 
that buying single-use plastics is still 
unavoidable in most cases and this 
simply has to change. 

“We need to finally put an end to 
the throw-away society we’ve become 
far too accustomed to and prevent our 
actions from choking our oceans and 
rivers any further than they already 
have. 

“Earlier this year, Labour forced 
Parliament to become the first country 
in the world to declare an environment 
and climate emergency and tackling 
the scourge of plastic pollution must 
form a key part of addressing this 
wider crisis.”

Council to assess response 
to sports club consultation 


A TWELVE-week public con¬ 
sultation on proposals which 
could see playgrounds close and 
outdoor sports facilities dis¬ 
appear in Bridgend attracted 
around 1,800 responses. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s head of operations for 
community services, Zak Shell, said 
the local authority was analysing the 
responses and would bring a report 
before councillors in September. 

Speaking in a cabinet meeting on 
July 23, Mr Shell said: “We will 
be coming back to both scrutiny 
committee and cabinet in September 
with the outcome of the consultation. 

“We have talked about moving 
to a full cost recovery of outdoor 
sports facilities which would in itself 
stimulate community asset transfers 
at a greater rate than they are now.” 
The council has previously provided 


rugby, football and cricket clubs 
with a financial subsidy of up to 
80 per cent but is now looking 
to pass responsibility for pitches 
and pavilions on to sports clubs 
via community asset transfers. 

It says it can no longer provide the 
same level of services it has done, 
due to ongoing cuts. Senior officers 
say the local authority needs to make 
savings of £36m in the next four years. 

It has warned clubs and local 
organisations that if they don’t take 
responsibility for them, the coun¬ 
cil will have little option but to 
close facilities - or charge clubs 
up to five times more to use them.

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Laurence Brophy (87) cycles 
874 miles for Llamau! 



Laurence Brophy from Pencoed isn’t slowing down any time soon. 


ON June 17, 
Laurence Brophy 
began his epic 874- 
mile adventure 
from Lands End 
to John O’Groats. 

The 87-year-old from 
Pencoed set himself the 
challenge last year but 
unfortunately had to 
withdraw, after being 
struck by an infection 
600-miles in. This year 
was to be the year 
Laurence completed 
the journey, joining the 
87 club alongside keen 
cyclist Donald Wells, 
who successfully made 
the trip the year before. 

Laurence may well 
hold the record for the 
oldest person to com¬ 
plete this challenge but 
humbly told us he’s not 
interested in finding out 
whether he’s older than 
Mr Wells. He said: “It 
really doesn’t matter 
who holds the record. 
What does matter is that 
we’ve both successfully 
completed the journey 
at 87, so we share 
something special. 
Although I definitely 
hold the record for the 
fastest 87-year-old to 
complete the ride.” 

Laurence completed 


the challenge in 15 
days, sleeping rough on 
roadsides and in public 
parks and gardens for 
11 nights along the 
way. 

He said: “I wanted to 
put myself in the shoes 
of a homeless person 
so I slept rough almost 
every night. Some 
nights when it rained 
it was harder than oth¬ 
ers. One night in Loch 
Lomond, I slept next to 
a road under construc¬ 
tion, which made it very 
noisy and hard to sleep. 
I remained conscious, 
however; unlike some¬ 
one on the streets, I had 
money in my pocket 
and a destination to 
cycle to the next day. 
Sadly, homeless people 
have none of those 
luxuries.” 

Through his efforts, 
Laurence raised over 
£1,000 for Llamau. “I 
have a personal con¬ 
nection because of my 
daughter and son-in-law 
plus my other daugh¬ 
ter supports young 
people with learning 
disabilities so we’ve 
always been a family 
that help others. I’m 
thrilled to have raised 


so much and would like 
to thank everyone who 
donated.” 

So what’s next for 
Laurie? We asked 
whether he’s ready 
to rest on his laurels 
for a while. Having 
completed the London 
marathon three times 
and the gruelling 
ultra-marathon Racing 
the Planet, it wouldn’t 
hurt to take some time 
off, right? 

“My 88th year will 
see me do the Three 
Peaks Challenge again 
as well as the Tour 


of Great Britain route 
on my bike, which’ll 
include the Lands End 
to John O’Groats route 
and I’ll end the year by 
walking the 110 mile 
Taff Trail (start to finish 
and return). I’ve done 
that in 58 hours and 
15 minutes before, so 
that’s the time to beat.” 

Laurence’s advice 
to anyone considering 
taking up the Lands 
End to John O’Groats 
challenge? 

“You have to be a 
certain type of crazy 
to try, but you should 


always be curious about 
what you can achieve. If 
you try it, do it because 
you want to. It’ll get 
you through the tough 
times.” 

Laurence would like 
to thank Off Beat Bikes 
(Fort William) and Lack 
Isle Berries Bunkhouse 
of Tore (North of 
Inverness) for the kind¬ 
ness they showed him 
and his bike during his 
challenge. 

Laurence also 
cycled to support Cwm 
Academy Football 
Club. 


Sky Notes looks 
to the heavens 


THE Plough lies 
about halfway 
down from over¬ 
head towards the 
north-western 
horizon, and the 
two pointers show 
the way to our Pole 
Star, which you will 
find about halfway 
down towards the 
northern horizon. 

If you now cast your 
gaze almost overhead, 
you will see a much 
brighter star than 
Polaris. 

This is Vega, and the 
brightest star in the con¬ 
stellation of Lyra. Vega 
is blueish and only 
two other stars in the 
northern hemisphere 
appear brighter: Sirius 
and Arcturus. 

One reason for this 
is that it is quite close, 
being only around 25 
light years away. It is 
also believed to have at 
least one planet. 

Because of its bright¬ 
ness, it was the first 
star to be photographed 
and have its spectrum 
recorded. 

A star’s spectrum can 
tell us, amongst other 
things, if a particular 
chemical element 
is present and its 


abundance. 

Vega’s other claim 
to fame is way back 
in around 12,000BC, 
it was our pole star 
and sometime around 
14,000AD it will 
once again have that 
distinction. 

Both Jupiter and 
Saturn dominate the 
southern sky and should 
be unmistakable. 
However, they will be 
low down, close to the 
horizon. 

Use a pair of binoc¬ 
ulars on August 9 to 
see Jupiter close by the 
red star Antares (also 
known as the rival of 
Mars), because of its 
reddish hue and the 
Moon will guide you to 
Saturn, as it lies either 
side of the planet on 
the nights of August 11 
and 12. 

This month also her¬ 
alds the return of the 
annual meteor shower 
known as the Perseids. 

So-called ‘shooting 
stars’ from this shower 
can be seen from late 
July to about August 
24. 

However, the night 
of maximum (when 
most meteors are seen 
in a short space of time) 
is the 13th. 

Unfortunately, the 


Moon is full on the 15th 
of the month and its 
glare will spoil things 
a little. 

I am afraid the best 
time of night is after the 
Moon sets, around 3am. 

Obviously, to see 
fainter meteors we need 
the sky to be dark as 
possible but the brighter 
meteors will be seen 
even with the Moon up. 
Just try and watch from 
somewhere in your 
garden where the Moon 
can be hidden behind a 
house or tree. 

You do not require 
a telescope, just wrap 
up warm, lie down on a 
garden recliner or sim¬ 
ilar and watch the sky. 

Any part of your sky 
will do, and if you can 
see Vega, this will be 
ideal.

HOMEOWNERS 
have been warned 
against the dangers 
of Japanese knot- 
weed and offered 
five tips on how 
to identify it this 
summer. 

Garden gurus from 
GardeningExpr e ss.co.uk 
have revealed the tell-tale 
signs of the destructive 
weed so Brits can protect 
their homes and gardens. 

Listed by the World 
Conservation Union as 
one of the world’s worst 
invasive species, the 
weed’s root system and 
rapid growth can damage 
concrete foundations, 
buildings, roads and 
paving. 

Some UK homeowners 
have even been unable to 
sell their homes because 
of evidence of knotweed 
on the property. 

Chris Bonnett from 
GardeningExpress.co.uk 
said: “Just going from 
its appearance, Japanese 


Knotweed is the kind of 
thing you might welcome 
in your hedgerow. 

“To some, it can look 
quite attractive with its 
creamy white flowers 
and heart shaped leaves 
- but before you know 
it, it’s taken hold and is 
eating through the walls 
of your house. 

“Japanese knotweed is 
so invasive that it can 
grow by a metre a month 
and can cause damage to 
your home - but the trou¬ 
ble is it can very easily be 
mistaken for a shrub by a 
novice gardener. These 
tips should help 

“Brits identify this 
pesky plant, but if you’re 
still not sure, check 
online or ask an experi¬ 
enced gardener.” 

Red shoots: New 
shoots will start to 
emerge in the spring - 
these are red/purple and 
can look a bit like aspar¬ 
agus spears. 

“The leaves are nor¬ 
mally rolled up and dark 
green or red in colour. 


Leaves: As the leaves 
start to spread out, they’ll 
become a vibrant green 
colour and heart/shovel 
shaped with a point at 
the tip. 

Some can be as big 
as 20cm across and they 
grow staggered at the 
stem. 

Flowers: In late sum¬ 
mer and early autumn, 
small clusters of white/ 
cream flowers will 
appear. 

The clusters grow to 
approximately 0.5 cm 
wide but up to 10cm 
long. 

The leaves will still be 
apparent and along with 
the flowers, it will create 
a dense foliage. 

Stems: The stems 
are mostly hollow and 
bamboo like, with nodes 
and purple speckles. The 
general growth habit 
has a distinctive zigzag 
appearance. 

Stems can also grow 
up to three metres tall. 
In the winter, the stems 
become brittle. 


Roots/rhizome: The 

rhizomes are the under¬ 
ground part of the weed. 
If fresh, they will snap 
easily. 

The outside is dark 
brown, and the inside is 
usually an orange/dark 
yellow colour. 

The Japanese knot- 
weed rhizome system can 
grow to depths of two 
metres and can extend up 
to seven metres horizon¬ 
tally from the plant. 

As little as 0.7g of 
rhizome can give rise to 
a new plant - which is 
one of the reasons this 
weed can become such a 
nuisance.

meeting on Monday evening. 

It left the Conservative group fuming and accusing Labour coun¬ 
cillors of hypocrisy - and the ruling coalition group explaining that a 
system proposed by the previous council administration was not on the 
table anymore, but some “sensible” charging might be.

Conservative group leader Cllr Vincent Bailey said: “It is deeply 
disappointing that the Labour Party has refused to back our motion 
and kick these flawed proposals for parking charges into touch. This 
is an issue of trust and public confidence in the new administration, 
and Vale residents will be stunned by the change in tone from the new 
leadership. 

“The fact is, these proposals for parking charges would have a 
devastating impact on high streets across the Vale - and in particular 
trade on Barry Island. 

“Vale Conservatives remain committed to fighting the plans and we 
will be working with local traders to ensure that any new strategy for 
parking protects the integrity of local businesses and does not act as a 
tax on residents.” 

Fellow councillor Vince Driscoll said: “What a difference a few 
weeks makes, when you consider how vocal some of the new cabinet 
members were in opposition to these charges. 

“It’s rank hypocrisy for Labour members to vote against this motion, 


g charges in 

n5Vmg vociferously opposed car parkmg'charges in opposition.” 

Local MP Alun Cairns insisted charges would damage the local 
economy, adding: “Four years ago, I campaigned along with residents 
and local businesses against Labour’s attempt to start charging and we 
stand ready to do so again.” 

The current administration is now a coalition of Labour, Llantwit 
First Independent and Vale Independent councillors. 

Vale Council Leader Cllr Neil Moore told The GEM he wouldn’t 
rush into any decisions, but wouldn’t duck them either when the time 
came. 

He explained: “I have already made it perfectly clear that the system 
of charging as proposed by the previous administration will not be 
implemented. Indeed, a full review of the policy is already under way 
and will be considered fully in the near future. 

“I accept that we may have to make some charges (as we do now in 
some areas) because it costs money to provide car parking. However, 
the challenge will be to make it sensible, realistic and fair for every¬ 
body and work towards cost neutrality. 

“We also have to look at ways to charge visitors to the county who 
make no other contribution to the council. 

“As I said when I took on the role of leader, this administration is 
not going to rush big decisions. We are not, however, going to duck 
them either. 

“Providing first class public services costs money and with budgets 
continuing to be cut by national government, we have no alternative 
than to look to generate income. 

“Where we do this, we will of course be sensible, and any charges 


the balance 

for services proposed will be realistic. 

“Cllr Bailey knows full well that there is no alternative to working 
in this way. While he may be willing to shirk his responsibilities to 
the community that elected him and see the services that we all value 
so highly be radically reduced or cease altogether, as leader of the 
council, I will not.” 

Cllr Moore added: “It is was also interesting to note that the 
Conservatives are not singing from the same hymn sheet either. On 
the one hand they didn’t want charges at all, whereas others also called 
for charging in some circumstances. They can’t have it both ways.” 

Louis Ross, who runs the Beach Hut Gift Shop and Barrybados on 
Barry Island, has spoken to a number of councillors in recent months 
about proposed charges. 

He said: “I think everyone, including John Thomas (the previous 
Vale Leader), now knows the old administration’s proposals were 
flawed. 

“Personally, I’ve never been against parking charges on Barry Island 
as long as they are fair, realistic and locals are not targeted. 

“I’m happy to give them a chance to put this right. There shouldn’t 
be charges in the winter and there should be two hours free in the 
summer. 

“It is about finding the right balance between local people, the 
traders and visitors.” 

Mr Ross said he had received assurances that there would be proper 
consultation.

New school for Barry Waterfront to open by 2021 


A £7.4 million new primary school will 
be built in Barry Waterfront and is set to 
open in September 2021. 

Ysgol St Baruc Welsh medium primary school 
will move to the new building and extend its 
capacity from 210 places to 420 places, along with 
96 nursery places. 

The new school plans come as the Welsh 
Government aims to have one million Welsh speak¬ 
ers by 2050. 

Currently Welsh Medium primaries in Barry are 
under-subscribed with a total of 295 places availa¬ 
ble, but a council report has said there would need 


to be “significant investment” in Welsh education in 
order for the council to meet Welsh Government’s 
target. 

The report says: “The proposal to increase the 
capacity of Ysgol Sant Baruc provides the council 
with the opportunity to increase the annual number 
of Welsh medium places by 30 while also placing a 
Welsh-medium primary school at the centre of the 
newly established housing development to facilitate 
growth within a new community.” 

A total of 261 people responded to a consultation 
on the plans - and 232 of them backed the move; 
only 25 opposed it. 


The current Ysgol Sant Baruc has no canteen or 
dining facilities and there is no chance of expanding 
the existing school site, a consultation report stated. 

The report said: “Ysgol Sant Baruc comprises a 
main Victorian building and a two classroom block 
built in the 1980s. The school is on a very con¬ 
fined sloping site with no prospect of substantially 
increasing the site to meet 21st Century schools 
standards. 

“The school currently uses the dining facilities 
at the adjacent High Street Primary School as there 
is no catering provision at the school. In addition, 
the classrooms vary in size ranging from a pupil 


capacity of 23 to 30 children. 

“The smaller size classes are too small to accom¬ 
modate the schools admission number of 30 chil¬ 
dren. It is not possible to replace the school with 
a new build at its current location due to restricted 
outside space.” 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson, whose ward 
includes the current school site, said: “We are all 
very pleased that the proposal for a new Ysgol Sant 
Baruc on the Waterfront has been agreed by the 
Vale Council, and look forward to its opening in 
Autumn 2021.

THE Rabbit show 
was new in 2018,

The South Wales 
Rabbit Club was estab¬ 
lished in the early 1970s. 
It is one of the many 
rabbit clubs affiliated to 
the governing body, the 
British Rabbit Council 
(BRC). 

The main aim of the 
club is to promote the 
ethical breeding and 
exhibiting of show rab¬ 
bits, to promote rabbit 
welfare and husbandry, 
and to aid and inform 
new rabbit owners with 
their beloved pets. 

We at the club are all 
members of the BRC and 
our rabbits are important 
family members. 

The SWRC meets 
regularly throughout 


the year. We hold two 
shows in Castleton, near 
Cardiff, and also run the 
rabbit section at the Usk 
Agricultural section. 

Anyone who shows 
rabbits must be a full 
BRC member, with the 
rabbits being registered 
to them alone. 

Rabbit breeds are split 
into four sections; Fancy, 
Lops, Fur and Rex. All of 
the breeds have a specific 
breed standard they have 
to adhere to and each 
standard is marked out 
of 100 points. The judges 
will be looking for the 
rabbit that best matches 
their standard, to secure 
that elusive first prize. 

The judge assesses the 
coat quality, the colour, 
the pattern, the type 
(shape) of the rabbit, and 
the overall presentation 
and condition. The over¬ 
all winner of each of the 
four sections then goes

RHAG (Rhieni dros 
Addysg Gymraeg) 
has congratulated 
the Vale Council 
on an important 
decision to open 
a Welsh medium 
school as part of the 
Waterfront devel¬ 
opment in Barry.

Day centre closure threat 

ST John’s Day Centre on Barry Island, 
which provides a six-day-a-week service 
for up to 14 older people with dementia 
in mid and eastern Vale of Glamorgan, 
could stop its service as the council looks 
to save money. 

The council is considering transferring the ser¬ 
vices at St John’s to Rondel House in Barry, which 
currently caters for 25 older people and people with 
dementia.lt is estimated the council would save 
£50,000 by transferring the services from St John’s. 

A council report said: “The Rondel House build¬ 
ing has recently been refurbished and offers a 
pleasant and functional space for over 40 people 
per day. Additionally, the building could be used 
to support local community groups in the evenings 
and weekends. 

“The facility at St Johns’ Church on Barry Island 
does not have the space or facility for the increased 
numbers that a single day centre would require.” 

A consultation at both day centres will be launched 
by the council. The new service at Rondel House 
would be either run by the council’s adult services or 
the Carer’s Trust, the current operator of St John’s.

Growth in equity 
release market 


THERE was strong 
growth in lending 
by equity release 
firms and other 
specialist mortgage 
lenders last year, 
as the demand for 
later life borrowing 
increases, according 
to trade association 
UK Finance. 

In a blog on its 
website, it said gross 
mortgage lending 
totalled £268 billion last 
year, up 3% on 2017. 

Patterns of borrower 
incomes have become 
more complicated, it 
said, partly driven by a 
growth in people being 
self-employed, as well 
as an ageing population 
with more people work¬ 
ing for longer. 

The blog said: “In this 
changing environment, 
lenders who have more 
bespoke, often manual, 
underwriting processes 
are well placed to help 
these customers.” 

UK Finance’s figures 
show lending by equity 
release specialists 
increased by £800 
million between 2017 
and 2018. 

And its figures 


relating to older bor¬ 
rowers show 78,514 
new residential loans 
were made to borrowers 
aged over 55 last year, 
with 42,866 new equity 
release loans made to 
this age group. 

Equity release covers 
a range of products 
which allow people to 
access the equity - or 
money - tied up in their 
home. 

But while an imme¬ 
diate cash boost could 
be useful in some situa¬ 
tions, there are important 
longer-term factors to 
consider. 

For example, borrow¬ 
ers may find they might 
not be able to rely on 
their property for money 
needed in retirement, or 
that they will have less 
than they wanted to pass 
on as an inheritance. 

Borrowers may want 
to take independent 
financial advice when 
weighing up their 
options. 

UK Finance said that, 
in a sign of growing 
competition for borrow¬ 
ers’ business generally, 
70 lenders each provided 
more than £50 million 
of mortgage lending 
to home owners and 


landlords in 2018, up 
from 65 lenders the year 
before. 

Lloyds Banking 
Group remained the 
UK’s biggest mortgage 
lender last year, 
followed by Nationwide 
Building Society in 
second place. 

The blog, written by 
UK Finance analyst 
Callum Bilbe said: 
“Lenders have seen 
a higher demand for 
mortgages from older 
borrowers in the last few 
years, extending their 
maximum age criteria 
and adapting under¬ 
writing for those whose 
income in later life is 
more complex. 

“This has facilitated a 
competitive and expand¬ 
ing mainstream later life 
lending market. 

“This is also evident 
within the equity release 
mortgage market, where 
we continue to see 
strong growth. 

“This is driven in 
part by investment 
from firms in the life 
and pensions space, for 
whom the long-term 
income stream from 
equity release mortgages 
aligns well with their 
liabilities.” 


New life brought to 
area’s oldest pub 


NEW life has been 
breathed into south 
Wales’ oldest pub 
following a three- 
year renovation 
supported by Lloyds 
Bank Commercial 
Banking. 

Dating back to 
the 12th century, the 
former Old House Inn 
in Llangynwyd has 
re-opened as a 120-seat 
wedding venue under the 
ownership of property 
developer and publican 
Steffan Jones.

Theatre - Kinky Boots 
at the WMC, Cardiff 


DAMON Smith reviews the latest releases. This 
week: Dwayne Johnson and Jason Statham flex 
their muscles in (un)friendly rivalry to take down 
Idris Elba’s arch villain in the turbo-charged action 
thriller FAST & FURIOUS: HOBBS & SHAW... 
and birds of a feather fret together in the comput¬ 
er-animated sequel THE ANGRY BIRDS MOVIE 
2 . 

THE ANGRY BIRDS MOVIE 2 (U, 97 mins) Animation/ 
Adventure/Comedy/Drama/Romance. Featuring the voices of 
Jason Sudeikis, Josh Gad, Danny McBride, Rachel Bloom, 

Bill Hader, Leslie Jones, Awkwafina, Tiffany Haddish, Peter 
Dinklage. 

Directed by Thurop Van Orman and John Rice, computer-an¬ 
imated caper The Angry Birds Movie 2 feathers its nest with an 
achingly predictable journey of self-discovery and timely lessons 
about collaboration and acceptance across the cultural divide. 

While the original film, released in 2016, felt like a glossy pro¬ 
motional tool for the puzzle-oriented games created by Fi nn ish 
company Rovio Entertainment, the sequel has the freedom to 
invent its own stories and colourful supporting characters. 

It’s disappointing that the screenwriters don’t seize this 
opportunity and instead rely on obvious visual gags (a flashback 
to a Flockbusters video store) to embellish a linear narrative that 
lacks dramatic tension or jeopardy, even when cute birds are 
being pelted with balls of molten lava. 

The script seldom plays to the strengths of a starry cast of 
gifted comic performers including new arrivals Awkwafina, 
Tiffany Haddish and Leslie Jones, and they respond with muted 
vocal performances that barely take flight. 

Throwaway interludes involving a trio of fluffy hatchlings 
on the hunt for three wayward eggs are cast in the same mould 
as the Minions in Despicable Me and Scrat in Ice Age, with 
an unexpectedly dark pay-off involving a slumbering “boa 
constructor”. 

Residents of Bird Island and Pig Island are locked in a war 
of attrition and pranks.Feathered heroes use a giant slingshot to 
propel a bottle of hot sauce across the sea that separates the two 
communities and their porcine adversaries retaliate by dropping 
hundreds of angry crabs from a flotilla of airships. 

Red (voiced by Jason Sudeikis), speedy livewire Chuck (Josh 




(Bill Hader), and his second-in-command Courtney 
(Awkwafina). 

These frenemies are shocked to discover the existence of 
a third colony, the frozen wasteland of Eagle Island, where 
embittered ruler Zeta (Jones) and her daughter Debbie (Haddish) 
are plotting to overthrow birds and pigs using a steam-powered 
superweapon. 

“We need to put our differences aside and work together,” 
Leonard implores the birds. 

Consequently, Red assembles a crack team for a daring 
mission to Eagle Island, which includes Chuck’s inventor sister 
Silver (Rachel Bloom) and Mighty Eagle (Peter Dinklage), who 
has good reason to fear Zeta’s wrath. 

The Angry Birds Movie 2 is punctuated sparingly with broad 
slapstick like Bomb’s hilarious attempt to sneak unnoticed past 
eagle guards but there are noticeably fewer giggles than the first 
film. 

Visuals are gleefully saturated with retina-straining colour and 
co-directors Van Orman and Rice deliver outlandish set-pieces 
with gusto including a deranged breakdance battle to Harold 
Faltermeyer’s electronic instrumental Axel F and the hunt for a 
security pass that culminates in a hysterically awkward encounter 
at a urinal. 

For once, toilet humour is the height of comic sophistication.

TIME was when a successful 
London show would go out 
on tour and cut a few corners 
but, if the production of Kinky 
Boots at the Wales Millennium 
Centre until August 3 is 
any guide, those days are 
over, writes Philip Irwin. 

It has a strong cast, with Kayi 
Ushe quite brilliant as the flamboyant 
drag queen, Lola. On top of that, 
it features a full blown set, which 
moves from the factory floor to 
the catwalk with great ingenuity. 

It’s a big feel good showand Cyndi 
Lauper’s music sweeps you along, 
going from rousing anthems to high 
energy disco, with a few gentler, more 
reflective ones to change the pace. 

The audience were totally engaged,

It’s 
unquestionably a great evening out. 

Kayi Ushe has a huge range, and 
his final number is a massive, Celine 
Dion type belter - with an ending 
that is full of pathos. But he also has 
to dig into his childhood, and his 
struggle to come to terms with a father 
who could never understand him. 

Joel Jackson-Harper plays Charlie, 
the owner of the struggling shoe fac¬ 
tory who is persuaded to diversify 
into making extravagant kinky boots, 
and has a confident stage presence. He 
worked really well with Kayi, singing 
the tender duet, ‘Not My Father’s Son’. 

Paula Lane, as Lauren, Charlie’s love 
interest, was sparky, witty, moved well 
and handled her songs with panache. 

All in all, Kinky Boots is an uplift¬ 
ing, exuberant and lavishly produced 
evening of music and feel good drama.

Motorbikes to 
travel in two 
Barry bus lanes 


Cowbridge U3A history 
group learn about UK’s 
worst rail disaster 


THE council 
has agreed to let 
motorbikes travel 
in bus lanes on 
the A4050 Port 
Road and A4055 
Cardiff Road for 
12 months. 

Council officers will 
assess the safety of 
the pilot before decid¬ 
ing whether to allow 
motorbikes to use the 
bus lanes permanently. 

The bus lanes 
affected will be on Port 
Road between Barry 
and Culverhouse Cross 
and Cardiff Road from 
Dinas Powys to the 
Merrie Harrier. 

It comes after motor¬ 
cycle groups asked the 
council to allow them 
to use bus lanes - which 
happens in other local 
authorities such as 
Cardiff. 

Council leader Neil 
Moore told a cabinet 


meeting on July 29: 
“I think it’s a sensible 
move. It happens else¬ 
where - it happens in 
Cardiff and other local 
authorities.” 

A council report said: 
“There is some concern 
that the narrow bus 
lanes have substand¬ 
ard widths to safely 
allow motorcycles and 
mopeds to use them. 

“As a consequence, 
appropriate safety 
assessments need to 
be undertaken before a 
decision can be taken 
to permit motorcycles 
to use these lanes on a 
permanent basis.” 

There are currently 
no plans to permit or 
encourage cyclists to 
use the bus lanes along 
Port Road for safety 
reasons due to the bus 
lanes being too narrow, 
the report said. 


BACK in 1915, 
Quintinshill signal 
box in Scotland was 
in a remote location 
(the nearest town 
was Gretna), sited 
to control two pass¬ 
ing loops, one on 
each side of the dou¬ 
ble-track main line 
of the Caledonian 
Railway, which ran 
between Carlisle 
and Glasgow. 

At Cowbridge U3A 
History Group recently, 
in an illustrated talk 
given by member 
Gavin, they learned how 
human error resulted in 
the worst rail crash in 
British history, with at 
least 227 deaths. 

The box was staffed 
by a single signalman 
on a shift system. On 
May 22, 1915 George 
Meakin was the night 
signalman and James 
Tinsley was to work the 
early day shift. The line 
was to be used between 
6.30am and 7am by 
a northbound local 


stopping train, a non¬ 
stop London-Glasgow 
express, to be followed 
shortly by a second 
express and a troop train 
travelling south, filled 
with Scottish soldiers 
en-route to Gallipoli. An 
added complication was 
that both passing loops 
already contained goods 
trains. 

Because both loops 
were occupied, the local 
train was shunted onto 
the southbound main 
line to allow for the 
Glasgow-bound express 
to pass through. The 
troop train collided head 
on with the stationary 
local train waiting on 
the line. Just over a 
minute later, the second 
northbound express train 
ploughed into the wreck¬ 
age. Many sleeping sol¬ 
diers were killed, but the 
disaster was made much 
worse by a fire from gas 
was stored in reservoirs 
under the carriages. The 
total casualty list was 
473 dead and injured, 
making this terrible 
crash the worst ever in 


the UK. 

The crash investiga¬ 
tion laid the blame on 
the two signallers who 
were both charged 
with manslaughter and 
found guilty of giving 
a Tine clear’ signal 
on an obstructed track 
and other breaches of 
regulations. Tinsley 
was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment 
and Meakin 18 months. 
Both served 12 months, 
after which time they 
were re-employed 
by the Caledonian 
Railway, although not as 
signalmen. 

Perhaps the company 
had been aware of the 
informal and illegal 
practices operated by 
staff, but had taken no 
action to prevent them. 

This was a harrowing 
story of human fallibil¬ 
ity, with terrible conse¬ 
quences, presented in an 
excellent fashion by the 
speaker.

WILLIAM from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers played 
host to a group of 
walkers beginning 
their walk from 
the active market 
town of Talgarth, 
which lies nestling 
below the Black 
Mountains. 

Setting off and passing 
the old disused asylum 
which later became the 
Mid Wales Hospital they 
entered fields, pausing 
at Rhos Fach Common 
for morning break and 
scrumptious banana cake 
from John R. 

Climbing steeply via 
Rhiw Cwnstab up onto 
Rhos Dirion, they paused 
at the 713m trig point 
to enjoy the stunning 
views of the Wye Valley, 
Hay Bluff, the Black 
Mountain ridgeways 
and the Central Brecon 
Beacons. 

A journey along the 
escarpment led them 
to Twmpa or Lord 
Hereford’s Knob and 
during their lunch break, 
a gentleman walker who 
was stark naked except 
for socks, boots and a 
hat - which he politely 
doffed to greet them, 
passed by. 

Refreshed, they 
descended to the Gospel 
Pass following rough 
sheep tracks to the val¬ 
ley below and on past 
Neuadd Farm into Hay 
Forest. 

Reaching the village 


of Velindre, a steep path 
brought them past Graig 
Wood ,then Bradwys 
Wood and through the 
National Trust’s Park 
Wood for the return to 
their start where, seeking 
out the local butcher’s 
shop, purchases of prized 
Welsh lamb and beef 
were made prior to the 
homeward journey. 

Delightful evening 
sunshine but very humid 
conditions greeted the 
nine walkers who joined 
Joy at Rhoose railway 
station for a local coastal 
walk. 

Setting off and pass¬ 
ing through Fontygary 
Leisure Park, they were 
rewarded with great 
views towards The Leys 
and across the Bristol 
Channel to the misty 
Somerset coastline. 

Carefully descending 
the cliff steps which are 
in need of repair and 
gazing across the salt 
lagoons that fill with high 
tide, and spotting a grey 
heron, they made their 
way to the sea defence 
wall that stretches along 
the coastline to Gileston 
and Limpert Bay. 

Once the site of a thriv¬ 
ing port back in the 16th 
century when Aberthaw 
A-Station opened in 
February 1960, the River 
Thaw had been re-routed 
to its present position and 
at Pleasant Harbour, a 
pretty lake surrounded 
by reed beds and over¬ 
looked by the redundant 
old Limeworks, is situ¬ 
ated on what had been 


marshland. 

Circumnavigating the 
lake through tall reed 
beds they made for the 
shell of the Limeworks, 
operational between

(can be made with bone¬ 
less shoulder); Handful 
fresh thyme leaves, 
chopped; 1 sprig rose¬ 
mary, chopped; ltbsp 
oil, 1 lemon, zest and 
juice; 4 garlic cloves, 
roughly chopped; ltbsp 
cumin seeds, ltsp fennel 
seeds, Atsp coarse black 


pepper, Yztsp sea salt; 
100ml water. 

Method: J. Pre heat 
oven to 160°C/Gas 3-4 
and place the Welsh 
Lamb shoulder in a deep 
roasting tin; 2.

Meet Glamorgan’s new 
T20 opening bat 


AFTER arriving in 
Cardiff more than 
a week after sign¬ 
ing for Glamorgan, 
Pakistani batsman 
Fakhar Zaman is 
looking forward to 
reacquainting him¬ 
self with the Sophia 
Gardens ground 
where he has a 
number of memora¬ 
ble performances. 

The 29-year-old left- 
hand opening batsman 
arrives in Cardiff on the 
back of two top-scoring 
performances elsewhere 
in the World Cup, with 
knocks of 62 against 
India and 44 against 
South Africa. 

His last appearance at 
Cardiff came in May in a 
one-off IT20 match. 

After a conversation 
with Pakistan national 
coach Mickey Arthur, 
he was convinced that 
a return to Cardiff with 
Glamorgan was the right 
move. 

“I had a call from my 
agent after the World 
Cup, who said that 
Glamorgan wanted to 
sign me,” he said. 

“Mickey Arthur also 
spoke to me about it, and 
I said that I would love 
to play for Glamorgan. 
I signed without any 
hesitation. 

“I don’t know much 
about Cardiff, but I 
played a few matches 
here in the Champions 
Trophy in 2017, so I have 
good memories at this 
ground.” 

In those two matches, 


he scored 50 against Sri 
Lanka and followed it up 
with 57 against England 
in the semi-final. 

“Glamorgan is a very 
historic county, and 
I have so many good 
memories of playing at 
the Cardiff ground,” he 
said. 

“County cricket is 
so different from other 
leagues. There’s so much 
history in it, so I like it.” 

Fakhar initially signed 
for Glamorgan’s first 
eight matches in the 
Vitality Blast but visa 
issues have seen him miss 
the first two matches, the 
defeat to Somerset in 
Cardiff and a no result 
against Gloucestershire 
at Cheltenham. 

Now that he has 
arrived, he says he is 
looking forward to get¬ 
ting started. 

“I’m very happy to 
be part of Glamorgan 
County Cricket Club,” 
he said. 

“I was looking to play 
county cricket and I got 
this opportunity, and I 
would like to make it 
memorable. I was having 
visa problems, but thanks 
to PCB [Pakistan Cricket 
Board], they helped 
me out to get my visa 
quickly. 

“Now I’m here and 
I’m looking forward to 
it.” 

Fakhar has been 
named in the squad for 
the match against Surrey 
on Thursday (July 25) at 
The Kia Oval, where the 
Welsh county have an 
impressive record in T20 
cricket, with six wins and 


a no result in their previ¬ 
ous seven matches there, 
including a run of five 
victories on the bounce. 

A day later, he is 
expected to make his 
home debut at Cardiff 
against Middlesex. 
Despite the first two 
results in this season’s 
competition, he says 
that Glamorgan’s record 
at the Oval is cause for 
optimism. 

“I’ve been following 
Glamorgan and they’re 
playing good cricket, so 
everybody is confident 
that we’ll be good and 
win the game,” he said. 

“I will obviously bat 
in the top order, but I 
haven’t spoken to any¬ 
body yet because I only 
arrived in the morning. 

“First of all, we’re 
focussing on the Surrey 
game and yes, of course, 
we’re also planning for 
the Middlesex game. 
Hopefully it will go very 
well for us.” 

Fakhar will wear shirt 
number 39, which he 
chose himself on arrival 
in Cardiff. 

“I was in the Navy in 
Pakistan in 2007, and my 
room number was 39,” 
he said.

Increase in mental health 
issues for young people in 
Cardiff and the Vale 


THE number of 
young people in 
Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
accessing mental 
health services has 
almost doubled over 
the past year. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
has admitted its child 
and adolescent mental 
health services is strug¬ 
gling to cope with the 
extra demand. In April 
and May this year, 348 
young people were 
referred to mental health 
services while only 177 
were referred during the 
same period in 2018 - a 
rise of 97 per cent. Half 
of users referred were 
assessed within 28 days, 
compared to the Welsh 
Government’s expected 
standard of 80 per cent. 
Steve Curry, chief oper¬ 
ating officer for Cardiff 
and Vale UHB, told a 
health board meeting on 
July 25 that the rise in 
mental health referrals 
had been “extraordinary”. 

A total of 1,927 refer¬ 
rals were received by 
Cardiff and Vale’s child 
and adult primary mental 
health services between 
April and May 2019 - an 
increase of 14 per cent 
on the same period in 


2017/18. 

Professor Sally 
Holland, Children’s 
Commissioner for Wales, 
said much of the sharp 
rise in demand for mental 
health services across the 
developed world is due 
to an increase in aware¬ 
ness and lessening of the 
stigma around mental 
illness. 

She said: “It is not 
clear whether mental 
health problems them¬ 
selves have increased, 
because we do not have 
an up-to-date preva¬ 
lence study for Wales, 
but many people point 
to the pressures of the 
modem world such as the 
increase in high expec¬ 
tations of exam success 
in schools and physical 
appearance through 
social media platforms 
such as Instagram and 
TV programmes like 
‘Love Island’. It is clear 
the emphasis has to be 
on early intervention 
and prevention where 
and when they need it, 
rather than facing long 
waiting lists for clinical 
services.” 

Child and adolescent 
mental health services 
in Cardiff and the Vale 
have recently returned 
to being managed by 
Cardiff and the Vale 


Health Board from Cwm 
Taf health Board. Prof 
Holland said: “I am 
pleased that the health 
board has recognised 
that in the face of such 
high demand they cannot 
continue trying to simply 
fix the system as it is.” 

Simon Jones, head of 
policy at Mind Cymru, 
said young people should 
be involved in the deci¬ 
sion-making around their 
mental health services. 
He said: “One clear place 
to go for help in the first 
place, simple referral 
routes to treatment and 
short waiting times are 
all important to ensure 
young people get the 
help they need when they 
need it. There needs to 
be a wider response and 
greater support at grass¬ 
roots and community 
level too.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the Cardiff and Vale 
UHB said: “Through tar¬ 
geted Welsh Government 
financial support we are 
working with schools, 
local authorities and 
voluntary services to 
improve emotional 
wellbeing resilience for 
young people before 
issues arise.”
